before the fall of that city. 


Followins the ocecupyntion of sanscnow by the 


Japanese, I took refuge,tosethner with my parents in 

the countryside ot Ling Ying District. uy young uncle 
named Soong Tse-ling ({ y $ , a? alias Soong Zoen-zung 
EEX ), aged 21, a middle scnool student, nowever, 
joined the Chinese mobile units immediately after the fall 
of Hang chow. He was killed on or about July 30, 193€, 


\ during 8n attack which he made, with several of his comrades, 


against the Japanese troops in the vicinity of Hangchow. 
As the result of enquiries by the Japanese iiilitary 

\ Authorities into the movements of my father, we removed on 

several occesions to various places in the Ling Ying 

District. On October 18, we decided to leave that 

district in view of strong rumours against my father. 

A party of six persons consisting of my parents, my two 


younger sisters, one younger brother and myself arrived

on October 31 at the :ifanschow Railway Station, where we 

met 2% foreifn missionary, namely, iiss Bah (AF 4 HB) , and 
with ner assistance we safely arrived in oshangnai at 

about 10 pem., iovemper J], though we were not in possession 
of “Passes” issued by the Japanese Authorities. 

Upon @rrival here, we stayed in @ notel, the name 
of which and its location I can not recollect. While 
stayinz in this hotel, I never went out until sovemper 7 
at 7.45 a.m., when my parents brought us (six in all) out 
to take @ walk. On re@ching 4a certain point, my father 
told my mother and three children to wait there, and 
furtner stated that ne would accompany me to get some food. 
After separatins from my mother and two younger sisters 
and brother, I accompanied my father. Uvon re@ching the 
front of the Sincere Company Building, I discovered that 
my father had disappeared. Every effort I made in the 
vicinity of the suilding mentioned, failed to locate my 
fatnere lt was eventually brought to station by a policeman 
at 4 pem. It is probable that my father m&y have left 
for Szechuen and that he had the intention of deserting 


me owing to shortage of money.
